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SIX DIE BY FIRE

DISASTROUS CONFLAGRATION 
RAGED THIS MORNING. 


Half a Dozen Firemen Die at Their 
Posts and Many More are Injured— 
Loss Will Reach $ loo,OOO— San 
Francisco Visted By a Blaze That 
Will Cost $2,000,000.

most disastrous fire which ever visited 
Minneapolis, caused ruin and death last 
night. W ithin an hour after the alarm 
rang in a t l l o'clock six firemen had 
perished in trying to save the property 
of others. The dead are:

Several others were seriously injured, 
and it is thougnt th a t there may be still 
m ore dead who have not yet been extri­ 
cated from under the ruins of the walls, 
Which fell and crushed them.

The property loss consisted of the en­ 
tire demolition of the building occupied 
hy McDonald Bros., dealers in crockery, 
chinaw are glassware, silverware, and 
g as fixtures. The building was of four 
-stories, brick walls, and wooden interior 
fram ework, and was well stocked. The 
fire originated in the boxes and packing 
stored in the rear of the building, and 
w as beyond the power of the fire de­ 
partm ent to control. At a few m inutes 
before m idnight the walls fell, one side 
wall falling in, and the other falling out 
into the alley, where the firemen were at 
work, and overwhelming them. The 
losses will aggregate over $100,000; in­ 
surance unknown.

flagration was beginning to be appre­ 
ciated by the people. The whole south­ 
ern sky was ablaze, and many thous­ 
ands of people were flocking to the 
scene from all parts of the city. - The 
police were having hard work to keep 
the careless m ultitude out of danger 
and give the firemen room in which to 
work. 
Every fireman and engine was 
at work, and special policemen were 
pressed into the service. 
The people in the fire district were 
terror-stricken. 
Most of them are of 
the poorer class, and were making great 
efforts to save their small belongings. 
Express wagons and drays were a t a 
premium, and people were moving a 
few blocks away from the fire. Prob­ 
ably 100,000 people were gathered at the 
fire, and the police were powerless to 
keep them away. The fire was so hot, 
however, th at the unmanageable crowd 
did not get near enough to be in serious 
danger. 
At 9:30 the fire departm ent officials 
pronounced the fire practically under 
control. 
The wind had shifted to the 
southwest, driving the flames back over 
the burned area. The limits of the fire 
were then confined to the houses imme­ 
diately about the burned territory. The 
flames were within IOO yards of the 
railroad yards and offices, but it was 
nbt anticipated th at they would be de­ 
stroyed.

Many Manufacturing Plants and Dwelling 
■Houses Swept Away. 
San Francisco, Cal., June 28.—A big 
fire was got under control at 9:45 o’clock 
last night after consuming $2,000,000 
w orth df property, including many 
large m anufacturing plants and the 
little homes of scores of families. The 
.fire threatened the entire city, and was 
replete with sensational and exciting 
dpjsodes, including a powder explosion 
which" scattered embers far and wide. 
Mrs. Gilroy was killed by the explosion 
of a lamp in her house while she was 
trying to save her household goods from 
destruction. 
Help from Oakland and Alameda as­ 
sisted in subduing the flames. 
The 
fire ate its way to the high brick wall 
of the deserted Southern Pacific offices 
a t Fourth and Townsend streets, which 
acted 
as 
a barrier over which the 
flames could not work. The w ater fur­ 
nished from the bay by the Oakland 
engines and Southern Pacific pumps 
soon had the outer edge of the fire sub­ 
dued. 
The following are some of the build­ 
ings 
destroyed: 
H. Euler, furniture 
m anufactory; George VT. Phelan, wag­ 
on and truck m anufactory; lumber 
yard, Capitol Box Factory, Frem ont 
H otel, I. U. Small foundry, Vander- 
berg & Lewis, stair builders; Commer­ 
cial Feed Mill, Independent Feed Mill, 
Irw in F. Niehauf, hardw are store; Au­ 
g u st Steinmetz, 
Brecker & Hillman, 
furniture factory; Custom Feed Mills, 
Carrick, W illiams & W right’s box fac­ 
tory and St. Rose Catholic Church. 
In addition to the destruction of the 
mills, factories, foundries and hotels, 
over fifty dwellings 
are 
destroyed. 
Three hundred families are homeless, 
though some of them m anaged to save 
a portion of their goods. 
Thus far no authentic account of loss 
of life has been given out. Rumors are 
plentiful, but it is impossible to pene­ 
trate the burned district to ascertain 
w hether any bodies are in the ruins or 
not. One fireman was slightly injured 
by the fall of a floor, and a t first it 
w as reported th at he had been killed, 
but he was got out with no greater 
dam age than a bruised shoulder and 
sprained back. 
The fire started in a box factory on 
F ifth 
street, 
between 
B ryant 
and 
B rannan streets. 
Next the fire took 
the Fifth Street Furniture Company’s 
plant. 
Then it jum ped south to the 
Belmont 
Hotel, a three-story frame. 
Next a feed mill was added to the list. 
A large quantity of grain was burned 
with it. 
Meanwhile, on the north a lumber 
yard, chemical works, and two large 
machine shops had gone. 
On the 
south the fire crossed B rannan street 
and swept up the large lum ber yard 
of Scott & Van Arsdale. Soon it was 
over half through the block between 
Brannan, Bluxome, Fourth, and Fifth 
streets, and had started out at a live­ 
ly gait for Townsend street, where it 
w as expected a number of brick ware­ 
houses would save the yards and de­ 
pot of the Southern Pacific’s coast di­ 
vision. Many toilers are thrown out of 
work. At 7 o’clock, with the fire still 
going, the loss was estimated a t $1,000,- 
000. 
At 7:45 p. rn. the fire was still far 
from control.

less in flames, with the fire working to 
the northw ard across

By 8:30 p. rn. the entire block bounded 
by Fourth, Fifth, Bluxome and Bran­ 
nan streets was a mass of ruins. The 
fire had reached the Overland Transfer 
Company’s brick freight warehouse, 
and the hardw are storehouse of Baker 
tem porarily checked the flames, but the 
fire was working around to the yards.

Pitted Against Seventy of the

H avana,

reached here of a desperate fight be­ 
tween 1,500 of the insurgent force under 
Maximo Gomez, in the Province of Pu­ 
erto Principe, and seventy of the aux­ 
iliary troops of the 
Spanish govern­ 
ment, known as guerrillas, under Cap­ 
tain Aguerro. 
The engagement 
took 
place on the day of the insurgent raid 
upon San Geronimo. The seventy guer- 
rllas were surprised by the vanguard of 
Gomez’s forces, commanded by Mirabel, 
and there was great slaughter on both 
sides, the fighting being mainly with 
machetes. For an hour the fight lasted 
and nothing could he heard hut the ra t­ 
tle of m usketry, the shouts of the com­ 
batants, and the clashing of machetes. 
It is believed th at few if any of the 
guerillas 
escaped 
being 
killed 
or 
wounded. The insurgents engaged with 
the guerillas are believed to he the men 
who recently burned the towns of El- 
m utto and San Geronimo after captur­ 
ing the forts and garrisons of those 
places, and it is said the news of this 
fresh disaster has caused a very un­ 
easy feeling in government circles. 
T hat there is real cause for alarm may 
be gathered from the fact th at it is re­ 
ported in well-informed official circles 
here th at 
Captain General 
M artinez 
Campos has cabled to the Spanish gov­ 
ernm ent asking for the prom pt dispatch 
of large re-enforcements of troops from 
Spain.

W ater Company. 
For eight hours the Alderman sat in 
the Council Chamber in front of an in 
dignant m ultitude of citizens,

threatened them with lynching if they 
carried out their plan contemplated for 
the passage of the ordinance.

The com­ 
m ittee was satisfied, but a few days 
later became suspicious and demanded 
a recount. Scott fled to Mexico, was 
brought back, tried, convicted and sen­ 
tenced to five years in the penitentiary. 
Getting hall, he was released, and on 
December 31 last he was assassinated 
on the prairie near O’Neill. A month 
later his body was found in the Nio­ 
brara River.

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AFRICA NEEDS RAILWAYS. 


Stanley Baya So and He Also Talks About 


French Doings. 
The Paris Figaro publishes an ac* 
count of an interview which its Lon­ 
don correspondent has had with H. M. 
Stanley on the subject of African colon­ 
ization. Mr. Stanley is represented to 
have said in the course of the inter­ 
view: “The future of Africa belongs 
to those who shall the soonest and the 
quickest act on the simple truth that 
what is wanted is railways to bring 
travelers back in three days from the 
western Soudan to Algeria. The con­ 
struction of such railways would not 
cost more than 30,00 francs per killo- 
meter, and with some Tirailleurs as an 
advance guard the Tuaregs would leave 
the working parties alone. When you 
have 1,200 miles of navigable waterway 
on the Niger—that is to say, almost the 
entire commerce of that great river— 
then you will have ivory, copal, skins, 
gold, India rubber, etc. 
There is, in­ 
deed, as great a wealth of resources In 
Africa as in France, as has been proved 
by the results obtained since 1825 by 
the English in the south, where gold, 
diamonds and -the rest today bring Eng­ 
land in 125,000,000 francs a year. “Why," 
Mr. Stanley is reported to have con­ 
tinued, “has France still done nothing 
with the Niger, although 
you 
have 
many French explorers in its vicinity? 
The French are very good explorers, 
and thanks to them, you know perfect­ 
ly the topography of the country. • But 
how many years will it be before you 
know what there is underneath? Sure­ 
ly there is gold, surely there is coal, 
perhaps diamonds, but they have to be 
sought for. Today the French may de­ 
spise the Soudan, but the Soudan is for 
them the means of arriving at the 
Nig^r Basin, which is a marvelous gar­ 
den 
provided with a very luxuriant 
vegetation and filled with charming 
spots watered by countless tributaries, 
which will pour into the great river 
which is yours the immense wealth of 
their banks." 
In conclusion Mr. Stanley is reported 
to have said: “The French are still en 
gaged in the policy of annexation. Ex­ 
plorers are constantly on the move, but 
the time has now come to set to worlA 
You have established a military s ta ­ 
tion at Timbuctoo, but that is an isolat 
ed post connected with no point of th* 
French colony. 
The river is waiting 
for the steamboat and the country for 
its railway. Without them all those con­ 
quests of yours will remain barren."
